Senor Bat< 
roeta, who it a Spaaiaid by Unh, 
published last fall at New York dur 
ing Gen. Weyier't command in Cuba, 
aaMHaHoaal pampblol ozpoiiag tbo 
crimes of the captain general. Before 
Weyler went to Cuba Barroeta held 
an importaat poatioa ia Iho idasd 
and was a judge ia tbo tjperior court 
of justice at Cienluogoo. Hit 
paign ai;ainst Weyler oompellad bim 
to leave the itiand, and tince tbo pub- 
lication of hia pamphlet at N«4 York 
he hat been ooaiMwid bf Ih/liaBiah 
ae a traitor. 

When Gen Blaneo wat appointod 
captain general and offered a fair 
pardon to all political offondota, Bar- 
roeta ratnraod to Onba, bat aa toon 
as he reached Havana he was arretted 
by the Spanith police and tent to 
GoBfliogoe, wboro tb^ loadod him 
with chains and threw him into a 
dungeon. Barroeta't wife, a Cuban 
ot oao of tbo beat feaUHto ia tbe 
island, snld valuable property of her 
own and all her jewels and paid tithe 
Spanish officials several thousand 
dollars for tbe liberty of her husband. 
But when Barroeta was released war 
between Spain and the I'nited titates 
had already been declared and the 
rabid Spaniards of Cienfuegos attemp- 
ted to Binrder htm. He had to con- 
1 hiiMOlf uatil ho ooold escape 
from tbo ialaad witb bia flunily. Ue 
nays that the Spaniards in Cienfuegr a, 
as in all tbe other important oitiea ot 
tbo islaad, aia ia a atato of aaareby, 
aasaaiiaillag the Cubans, whom they 
beliavwtllfHVatby with the Unitwil 
etatee, and ooatailtiag' ai iu4i of 
crimei againtt the Cuban famiHea. 
The military anthoritiee, far from 
lupprtaiag tbeio barbaiona demon- 
ttrationt, encourage them oadar tbe 
pretext that Spanish patriotitm can 
not be cheeked in these moments. 

Near Gionfuegos a Cuban named 
Arredondo, suspected of iMinc a nat- 
uralized American, was macbeted by 
tiie volunteer*. Senor Hidalgo, Bar- 
r(jeta't brother in law, narrowly 
e«oap('<l dt'Sth. His h'>use was sur- 
r'juodod by tlio mub tb>mi!ux "Death 
to th.e Yaukeeoi" - Midalgn, a tew 
lU'iroenls before, was witruid that the 
SpHuiards were going to lynch faim 
and also concealed himself. 

" With my faaily in Cienfuegos," 
says Senor Barroeta, *'I waa more

The Spaniards, says Seaor BarraeTa 

have provisions in Cienfuegos to last 
t lur months aitd acc rding to reliable 
information r'>9eived by him, the 
tame tituatinu existt at Havana, but 
it it wtll underttood that the jtrnvit- 
iiina are for the troops, the non com- 
bataata baviag nothing at pretaut to 
feed on.
